KENTUCKY FARM BUREAU Up0SIj BIG ON COMMITMENT; 
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Report: Kentucky Lost More Than One In Ten 
Coal Jobs During First Three Months Of 2015

The number of coal 
jobs dropped sharply in 
both Eastern and West¬ 
ern Kentucky in the first 
three months of the year, 
hitting the lowest total on 
record. 

Preliminary data show 
mines cut more than 1,200 
jobs statewide during the 
quarter, according to a 
report released April 30 
by the Kentucky Energy 
and Environment Cabi¬ 
net. That was a drop of 

10.6 percent, the steepest 
quarterly decline in more 
than two years. 

The job losses were 
split about evenly between 
the state’s eastern and 
western coalfields, with 
more than 600 each, but 
the percentage decline 
was worse in Western 
Kentucky because fewer 
miners work there. 

Western Kentucky lost 

13.7 percent of its coal 
jobs during the quarter 


compared to 8.7 in East¬ 
ern Kentucky, according 
to the report. 

Western Kentucky had 
not seen the same steep 
job losses in recent years 
as Eastern Kentucky, but 
the shut-down of mines 
in Union County that had 
several hundred employ¬ 
ees drove down jobs in the 
region. 

The state’s coal indus¬ 
try employed an esti¬ 
mated 10,356 people as of 
April 1, down from 11,586 
the quarter before. 

The first-quarter total 
was the lowest since 1927, 
according to information 
in Kentucky Coal Facts, 
a state publication. Job 
records before that are 
incomplete. 

But at about 10,000 
employees, it’s likely 
Kentucky has the few¬ 
est coal employees since 
companies built entire 
towns such as Jenkins 
and Lynch from scratch 
in Eastern Kentucky in 
the second decade of the 


1900s and hired thousands 
of workers. 

And the bad news isn’t 
over. 

There were more lay¬ 
offs announced in April 
that didn’t show up in 
the first-quarter calcula¬ 
tions, said Bill Bissett, 
president of the Ken¬ 
tucky Coal Association. 

“This is concern¬ 
ing,” Bissett said of the 
steep drop from January 
through March. 

Looking further ahead, 
several power plants that 
bought Kentucky coal 
have announced they will 
close. 

Of the plants current¬ 
ly receiving Kentucky 
coal, 17 have announced 
they will close by the end 
of the year, and another 
seven are slated to close 
by 2017, according to the 
report from the cabinet. 

“We are not at the end 
of this,” Aron Patrick, 
who analyzes energy 
issues for the cabinet, 
said of the downturn. 


A number of factors 
have combined to sap 
demand for Kentucky 
coal. 

They include competi¬ 
tion from natural gas and 
from cheaper coal mined 
elsewhere in the country, 
and tougher federal rules 
to protect air and water 
quality. Utilities have 
switched to cleaner-burn¬ 
ing natural gas to deal 
with air-quality rules. 

“There’s not enough 
demand for the coal” 
that Kentucky mines are 
producing, Patrick said. 

Another issue in East¬ 
ern Kentucky is that 
many of the best reserves 
have been depleted after 
a century of mining. The 
remaining coal is more 
expensive to mine, so 
production costs — and 
the resulting coal prices 
— are higher in Eastern 
Kentucky, making it less 
competitive. 

Production numbers 
reflect the downturn as 
well. 


Tonnage dropped 11.5 
percent in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky in the first quar¬ 
ter of the year and 5.6 
percent in Western Ken¬ 
tucky. 

In the east, the down¬ 
turn was all in surface 
mining — 23 percent, 
according to the report. 

Bissett said that may be 
because it is easier to idle 
a surface mine in order 
to cut production than an 
underground mine. The 
investment to open a sur¬ 
face mine is much less 
than for an underground 
mine, creating incentive 
to keep the deep mine 
going if possible. 

The report showed

Kentucky mines pro¬ 
duced a total of 77.4 mil¬ 
lion tons of coal in 2014, 
with 40 million tons from 
Western Kentucky and 
37.4 million in the east¬ 
ern coalfield. 

That was the lowest 
statewide production 
total since the early

GOP Hopefuls Get Testy In Debate At NKU

As the Republican pri¬ 
mary for the nomination 
for Kentucky governor 
^ets closer, the candidates 
are getting a bit testier, as 
avidenced April 22. 

Most of an hourlong 
iebate at Northern Ken¬ 
tucky University was 
spent mirroring each oth¬ 
ers’ positions on every¬ 
thing from coal to Com¬ 
mon Core to the need to 
fond state universities 
based on their outcomes 
and not just size. 

Yet the candidates did 
aross swords a bit, show¬ 
ing that the gloves are 
starting to come off less 
than a month to go before 
the primary — highlight- 
ad further by an expan¬ 
sion of negative advertis¬ 
ing that started to creep 
into the race this month. 

Louisville-area busi¬ 


nessman Matt Bevin, 
who is in his second 
statewide race after los¬ 
ing to Sen. Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell, R-Ky., last year in 
the Republican primary, 
poked at the ticket of 
Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner James Comer and 
state Sen. Chris McDan¬ 
iel, R-Taylor Mill, over 
the distressed Kentucky 
pension system. 

He said that Comer and 
McDaniel had chances to 
turn down state pensions 
as legislators, and that as 
a legislator, Comer had 
voted to increase his own 
pension by $500,000. 

“The legislative pen¬ 
sion fund is one of the 
richest and best funded 
in the state — shocker. 
And what does that tell 
you about how this state 
is run,” said Bevin, 
who finished strongly 
last year in Northern 
Kentucky, especially in 


Boone County. “Enrich¬ 
ing yourselves at the 
expense of taxpayers is 
not what you send us to 
Frankfort to do.” 

McDaniel, who was 
representing the Comer 
ticket Wednesday, fought 
back. He said he was 
not accepting a legis¬ 
lative pension. He also 
said Bevin was mistaken 
when he stated that 39 
percent of NKU’s $47 mil¬ 
lion annual allocation 
from the state went back 
to the state pension fund, 
raising the ire of Bevin, 
who was not allowed to 
get into a rebuttal. 

“It is a little insulting 
to say that those of us 
who haven’t worked in 
Frankfort are only deal¬ 
ing in theory,” Bevin said. 

Said McDaniel: “First 
of all, Mr. Bevin is wrong 
on this. It is a 39 percent 
contribution rate, not a 
giveback. ... This helps

solidify the differences 
between us all. The other 
two candidates talk 
about what they will do. 
Commissioner Comer 
and I can talk about what 
we have done.” 

The primary is May 
19, with the winner 
expected to face Attor¬ 
ney General Jack Con¬ 
way in the general elec¬ 
tion; Conway is facing no 
serious competition in 
the Democratic primary. 

The debate also includ¬ 
ed former Louisville 
Councilman Hal Heiner, 
who was the frontrunner 
in the last widely pub¬ 
licized poll last month, 
and who has infused 
more than $4 million 
of his own money into 
his campaign. Comer 
has also gone after him 
because of that and for 
using out-of-state 501(c) 
(4) nonprofits to help 
hide contributions. 

In an interview with 
The Enquirer earlier 
Wednesday, Comer said 
the race “shouldn’t come 
down to which multimil¬ 
lionaire can spend the 
most.” 

“And as for those 
political action commit¬ 


tees, it’s just a way to 
hide who his (Heiner’s) 
donors are,” Comer said. 

The campaign’s 
fourth candidate, Will T. 
Scott, a former Kentucky 
Supreme Court justice 
who trails significant¬ 
ly in the polls, did not 
attend the debate, spon¬ 
sored by the NKU Repub¬ 
lican Club and emceed by 
NKU’s Student Govern¬ 
ment Association Presi¬ 
dent Katharine Hahnel. 

For most of the debate, 
the three participants 
agreed on a wide variety 
of topics. That included 
going to a public univer¬ 
sity funding model that 
rewards results such as 
graduation rates and 
research, instead of just 
by size or political pull. 

All three said they 
would fight EPA mandates 
on coal production, and 
all three said that they 
were in favor of restruc¬ 
turing the state’s tax code 
as well as abolishing fed¬ 
eral teaching standards 
known as Common Core. 

“The federal govern¬ 
ment is a bully, and we 
need someone who can 
stand up to that bully on 
issues such as Common 


Core,” said Heiner. 

But the testier atmo¬ 
sphere mirrored other 
recent debates, and 
matches the appear¬ 
ance of more negative 
ads coming out over the 
last few weeks. One of 
the pro-Heiner political 
groups from Colorado 
issued ads targeting 
Bevin and Comer earlier 
this month, while Comer 
this week launched anti- 
Heiner website www. 
whatshalhiding.com and 
Bevin launched a phone 
poll hostile to Heiner as 
well this week. 

That’s in contrast to the 
relatively cordial atmo¬ 
sphere at the last forum 
held in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky a few weeks ago. 

But all three debate 
participants stayed away 
from more attacks in 
their closing, with Bevin 
highlighting his military 
and business experience 
and anti-toll position on 
the Brent Spence Bridge; 
Heiner pointing out that 
he is similar to other 
governors elected in 
Indiana, Michigan and 
Illinois; and McDaniel 
touting his and Comer’s 
experience in Frankfort.

Health Officials Warn Of

Follow The Skin Can¬ 
cer Foundation’s Preven¬ 
tion Guidelines to stay 
sun-safe: 

•Seek the shade, es¬ 
pecially between 10 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. 

•Do not burn. 

•Avoid tanning and 
never use UV tanning 
beds. 

•Cover up with cloth¬ 
ing, including a broad- 
brimmed hat and UV- 
blocking sunglasses. 

•Use a broad spectrum 
(UVA/UVB) sunscreen 
with an SPF of 15 or 
higher every day.

•Keep newborns out 
of the sun. Sunscreens 
should be used on babies 
over the age of 6 months. 

•Examine your skin 
head-to-toe every month.

EQUIPMENT ON HIGHWAYS 

Wet Weather Puts Crop 
Planting Behind Schedule 


Wet weather has put 
farmers across Western 
Kentucky behind their 
normal planting sched¬ 
ule. That means farm¬ 
ers will be working ex¬ 
tra hours in an effort to 
catch up. 

As of last week, Hen¬ 
derson County Ag Agent 
Camille Hayden estimat¬ 
ed as little as 5 percent of 
the area corn crop had 
been planted, far behind 
what would be expected 
in a more normal plant¬ 
ing season. 

That will put farm 
equipment on the road 


as farmers move from 
field to field in the rush 
to take advantage of dry 
weather to put seeds in 
the ground. Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
District 2 is reminding 
motorists to be prepared 
to encounter tractors and 
various tillage and plant¬ 
ing equipment moving at 
slower speeds. 

In 2014 there were 192 
traffic crashes involving 
farm equipment across 
Kentucky While there 
were no fatalities in 2014, 
there were 42 reported 
injuries, and 158 of those 


crashes included prop¬ 
erty damage. 

Motorists are remind¬ 
ed to be on the lookout 
for slow-moving equip¬ 
ment, particularly dur¬ 
ing spring planting sea¬ 
son. 

Caution and patience 
should be used when en¬ 
countering farm equip¬ 
ment. 

Farmers are asked to 
do their part by provid¬ 
ing appropriate escort 
vehicles and lighting 
whenever they move 
tractors and other equip¬ 
ment along highways.

Crime Ring Indictments 


Frankfort residents Rob¬ 
ert McKinney, Gilbert 
“Toby” Curtsinger, his 
wife Julie Curtsinger, 
father and son Christo¬ 
pher and Joshua Pres¬ 
ton. They are members 
of a criminal syndicate 
that began their alleged 
activities as far back as 
January 2008 involving 
bourbon from Buffalo 
Trace and Wild Turkey 
distilleries and in the 
illegal trafficking of ana¬ 
bolic steroids. 

Others indicted in the 
crime ring include Mark 
Searcy of Lawrenceburg, 
Ronnie Hubbard and 
Dusty Adkins of George¬ 
town and Shawn Ballard 
of Richmond. 

Assistant Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Zach 
Becker said the criminal 
ring activity centered 
on efforts coordinated 
by Gilbert “Toby“ Curt¬ 
singer. 

Since March when 


five barrels of Wild 
Turkey were recovered 
from the Curtsingers’ 
home, Becker said, “An 
additional 12 wooden 
barrels have been recov¬ 
ered from Scott County, 
Harrison County and 
Laurel County. Each of 
these wooden barrels 
would have been worth 
approximately three to 
six thousand dollars to 
the distilleries depend¬ 
ing the type of age (of 
bourbon).” 

An additional stain¬ 
less steel barrel of Buf¬ 
falo Trace’s Eagle Rare 
aged at 17 years, Becker 
said, is valued between 
$12,000 and $13,000. 

Among the stolen 
wooden barrels, authori¬ 
ties recovered more than 
20 cases of Pappy Van 
Winkle, 50-70 cases of 
Eagle Rare bourbon and 
nine additional stain¬ 
less barrels from Buffalo 
Trac 



Facebook Page Hacked, 
Flooded With Porno

For a company that 
promotes its farm prod¬ 
ucts with wholesome, 
down-home images of 
rural America, seeing 
posts about naked pic¬ 
tures of Kim Kardashi- 
an and oral sex atop its 
Facebook page was a 
shock to the system at 
Tarter Farm and Ranch 
Equipment. 

“I was horrified. It’s 
180 degrees, diametri¬ 
cally opposed to what 
we’re about,” Tarter 
vice president Ann 
Tarter said. “My stom¬ 
ach sank thinking hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
people are going to see 
this.” 

The hack occurred 
April 27, when market¬ 
ing director Scott Arnold 
responded to an email 
he thought to be from 
Facebook concerning 
a problem with a post 
on the company’s page. 
Arnold was directed to 
what appeared to be an 
official Facebook web¬ 
site, where he logged in 
in hopes of fixing the 
problem. 

In doing so, Arnold 
unwittingly fell prey to 
a “phishing” scam and 
provided information 
that allowed the hackers 
to commandeer Tarter’s 
Facebook page, locking 
out company officials’ 
access to the page and 
adding five posts that are 
decidedly not related to 
farm gates or hay feed¬ 
ers that remain frozen 
atop the Tarter Farm 
and Ranch Equipment 
page. 

Company officials 
were at first unable to 
remove the offending 
posts on their own or 
get anyone at the social 
media behemoth to 
respond to their prob¬ 
lem. 

“We can’t even get a 
live person at Facebook 
to talk to us,” Arnold 


said. 

Ann Tarter, who 
handles consumer mar¬ 
keting for the massive 
Casey County company, 
said attorneys have con¬ 
tacted Facebook to pro¬ 
vide documentation of 
the abuse of their cor¬ 
porate account but have 
yet to get much feedback 
or any promises to rec¬ 
tify the situation. But 
the problem was finally 
rectified by mid-day on 
Thursday. 

The company was able 
to post comments under 
the tawdry entries alert¬ 
ing its regular users to 
the hack and apologiz¬ 
ing for the inappropriate 
material being promoted 
under the Tarter name. 
Still, the off-color posts 
have done some harm 
to Tarter’s social media 
profile, Arnold said. 

“We have been inun¬ 
dated with phone calls, 
emails, and people are 
starting to unfollow the 
page,” he said. 

There are concerns 
that potential customers 
for the variety of Tart¬ 
er products might be 
turned off by the offend¬ 
ing posts if they check 
out the company’s Face- 
book page, which has 
126,000 fans. 

“We value social 
media. It’s been a great 
tool for us, but we’ve 
worked too hard to build 
this asset just have it 
hijacked with this stuff,” 
Tarter said. 

Tarter warned other 
companies with Face- 
book pages to be on 
the look out for similar 
scams, which she said 
are not that uncommon 
as hackers apparently 
like to prey on business¬ 
es with large followings 
in hopes of diverting 
traffic to their websites. 

“This exact same 
thing, with the same 
posts and everything, 
happened to Delta (air¬ 
lines) in February, so it’s 
out there,” she said.

Allergy Season At Peak 
For Sufferers In Region

It’s that time of year: 
The flowers are bloom¬ 
ing, the trees are turning 
green and many of us 
are sneezing. 

Allergy season in the 
region runs from early 
spring until the first 
or second frost of fall. 
Beginning in late Febru¬ 
ary or early March, aller¬ 
gy sufferers start to feel 
the effects of tree pol¬ 
len. In a few more weeks, 
grass pollen will become 
more active; ragweed 
and other weeds don’t 
become a problem until 
autumn. 

“Spring is gener¬ 
ally the worst time for 
allergic patients,” said 
Dr. Bradley Rankin of 
Paducah, who special¬ 
izes in allergies. “These 
days, with climate 
change, (allergies) can 
start as early as the mid¬ 
dle of February.” 

Allergic rhinitis, 
which causes symptoms 
such as sneezing, stuffy 
nose, runny nose, watery 
eyes and itching, is esti¬ 
mated to affect about 
50 million people in the 
United States, and its 
prevalence is increas¬ 
ing. Now, as many as 30 
percent of adults and 
up to 40 percent of chil¬ 
dren suffer from nasal 
allergies, according to 
the American College 
of Allergy, Asthma and 
Immunology. 

Rankin and Dr. Frank 
Block, another allergy 
specialist, said they’ve 
seen an increase in 
patients at their prac¬ 
tices over the past two 
decades. 

“Allergies in Western 
society are becoming 
worse and more preva¬ 
lent,” Rankin said. “With 
warmer weather and 
milder winters, we have 
earlier pollen seasons, 
(and) therefore longer 


pollen seasons.” 

The doctors said it’s 
not always easy to pre¬ 
dict how heavy pollen 
will be from year to year. 
This year’s allergy sea¬ 
son may have started a 
bit later due to heavy 
snowfall toward the end 
of winter, but pollen is 
flaring up as the weather 
warms. 

“We had some time that 
was snow-covered and ice- 
covered real late in the 
winter this year, and peo¬ 
ple’s allergies did better. 
... People think about the 
farming business being 
related to the weather, and 
treating patients is defi¬ 
nitely related to it, too,” 
Block said. 

Several treatments 
are available for patients 
who suffer from allergies. 
Rankin said he recom¬ 
mends avoidance. That 
means staying indoors 
on dry, windy days and 
early in the morning, 
when pollen counts are 
higher; delegating lawn 
mowing and weed pull¬ 
ing to others; and remov¬ 
ing clothes that were 
worn outside. 

When these options 
aren’t feasible, the doctors 
move toward treatment 
with medications and, if 
needed, immunotherapy. 
Intranasal steroids, such 
as Flonase and Nasacort, 
are the most potent medi¬ 
cations for allergic rhini¬ 
tis, Rankin said, and can 
be used daily throughout 
the season. Oral decon¬ 
gestants also can help 
with stopped-up noses, 
but Rankin said he tries 
to avoid them due to side 
effects, particularly in 
adults with high blood 
pressure. 

The doctors also rec¬ 
ommend second-gener¬ 
ation antihistamines 
(like Zyrtec, Claritin and 
Allegra), which don’t 
cause the drowsiness 
associated with other 
oral antihistamines. 


“It’s better to be proac¬ 
tive. If you know you’re 
likely to have trouble with 
pollens and stuff ... it’s 
better to take (medicine) 
before you go out and get 
in trouble,” Block said. 

Immunotherapy 
is another option. 
It involves giving 
patients injections of 
what they’re allergic 
to in small, increasing 
amounts so they develop 
a tolerance. 

“(With immunothera¬ 
py), rather than treating 
the symptoms, we’re get¬ 
ting closer to the 20-yard 
line of what’s causing 
them,” Rankin said.

A Hopkinsville man 
died of injuries he suf¬ 
fered in a fire at his home 
early on the morning of 
April 28, and a second 
person was injured. 

Firefighters from 
three stations were called 
to 600 Deepwood Drive for 
reports of smoke com¬ 
ing from the back of the 
home at about 4:30 a.m. 
When they arrived, they 
found a man still in the 
home, said Hopkinsville 
Fire Department Capt. 
Steve Futrell. 

Carl B. O’Bryan, 73, 
was pronounced dead at 
Jennie Stuart Medical 
Center. 

Another resident, 
Haley O’Bryan, had got¬ 
ten out of the house and 
went to a next-door neigh¬ 
bor for help. 

Both were taken to 
Jennie Stuart. Haley 
O’Bryan was treated and 
released, according to a 
hospital spokesman. 

Futrell said the base¬ 
ment of the home sus¬ 
tained heavy damage. 
The cause of the fire is 
unknown.

Right to work is wrong for Kentucky

Over the last four months, 
there has unfortunately been a 
renewed effort to breathe life into 
a proposal that most economists 
declared dead long ago. Support¬ 
ers call it “right to work”; the rest 
of us, with the facts on our side, 
call it “right to work for less.” 

Those backing the concept claim 
it will cure everything but the com¬ 
mon cold. Not embracing it, they 
say, has cost Kentucky countless 
jobs and limited worker choice. 

They’re wrong on both counts. 

For those unsure of what right 
to work means, it allows new work¬ 
ers to avoid joining a union and 
paying dues while still being repre¬ 
sented by the union. Imagine try¬ 
ing to join a civic club, a country 
club or even a Sam’s Club without 
paying the membership fees, and 
you can better understand why 
this is not about choice; it’s about 
ending unions and organized labor. 

Supporters of “right to work” 
say states taking this step have 
seen phenomenal economic growth 
when compared to states like Ken¬ 
tucky. Research, however, has 
found that this is simply not true. 

The Kentucky Center for Eco¬ 
nomic Policy noted that Oklaho¬ 
ma actually saw a relative decline 
in jobs after it made the switch 
in 2001. Since the end of the 
recession, meanwhile, the center 
says Kentucky’s manufacturing 
gains have easily outpaced those 


in Indiana — which 
switched to right to 
work in 2012 — and 
Tennessee, which has 
been a right-to-work 
state since the 1940s. 

It’s worth pointing 
out that Kentucky has 
a diverse workforce 
profile. In the auto 
industry, for exam¬ 
ple, the Ford and GM 
assembly plants in 
Louisville and Bowl¬ 
ing Green are union¬ 
ized, but Toyota’s in 
Georgetown is not. 

Those who down¬ 
play Kentucky’s job prospects must 
not have been paying attention to 
the steady stream of good news 
the Beshear administration and 
other outlets have announced in 
recent years. In the last few weeks 
alone, we learned that every single 
county saw its unemployment rate 
decline last year, something that 
has never happened before. At the 
same time, our monthly unemploy¬ 
ment rate has dipped below the 
national average and is at its low¬ 
est point in nearly 14 years. 

We have added almost 36,000 
new jobs over the last 12 months, 
and Site Selection magazine — 
a trade publication monitoring 
economic development — says 
no state had more major job 
announcements per capita last 
year than Kentucky. 

Few, if any, states can match 
our export growth. Our manufac¬ 


turers are on track to 
break the $30 billion 
mark in the not-too- 
distant future, while 
products stamped 
“Made in Kentucky” 
can now be found in 
nearly 200 countries. 
Other states trail us as 
well when it comes to 
business climate and 
entrepreneurship. 

What “right-to- 
work” supporters 

neglect to tell Kentuck¬ 
ians is that this step 
harms more than just 
unions. A national 
study cited by the Kentucky Center 
for Economic Policy found that the 
average worker’s hourly wage in 
“right to work” states is 3.2 percent 
lower than in states like Kentucky, 
and benefits are lower as well. 

If those backing “right to 
work” would put even half of 
their energy into pursuing poli¬ 
cies businesses really want and 
need — such as investing more 
in education, workforce develop¬ 
ment and infrastructure — I am 
convinced the gains I mentioned 
would be even greater. 

If they are not going work 
for true job growth in our state, 
though, then they at least need to 
stop promoting a tired and discred¬ 
ited idea. The verdict is in: “right 
to work” is wrong for Kentucky

Baltimore violence is a disgrace 


What we have been watching in Baltimore in the past 
few days is reprehensible. 

We have watched as thugs burned down 15 buildings, 
set ablaze over 140 vehicles, including police and civilian 
vehicles, and we have watched young kids throw large 
rocks and bottles at shielded police officers. At least 15 
officers were injured April 27. The next day was quieter 
but with protesters still throwing rocks and bricks at 
police after the 10 p.m. curfew. 

Nearly 200 people have been arrested during the unrest 
that started over the weekend. The Maryland National 
Guard thankfully now is on the Baltimore streets. 

What began as peaceful protest over the recent death 
of Freddie Gray has turned into full-blown anarchy 

Those responsible for the destruction say they are 
burning, looting and attacking police officers for Gray 

Of course, they are not. 

These criminals care nothing about letting the wheels 
of justice determine what caused the death of Gray who 
was in police custody before he passed away April 19 in 
a hospital. If there was wrongdoing by a police officer 
or officers, they should be held accountable. If not, they 
should be able to resume duties if they so choose. 

Only time will tell what caused Gray’s death, but Bal¬ 
timore residents robbing liquor stores, burning down 
homes, running out of a CVS with toilet paper and other 
items and robbing other stores are common criminals. 
They care nothing about Gray They are using his death 
as an excuse to rob stores, burn them down, attack 
police and cause utter chaos. One store owner is seen on 
video being dragged from his store, sucker punched and 
trampled over as people entered his store. 

Credible sources have surfaced that the Bloods, Crips 
and Black Guerrilla Family street gangs are going to 
attempt to take out police officers. 

Watching the disturbing images on TV is reminis¬ 
cent of events in Third World countries. The streets of 
Baltimore where the riots are taking place look like a 
war zone. 

But the people doing this, many of them wearing 
masks to conceal their identities, look at this as a way to 
steal, damage property and harm people under the cover 
of nightfall. 

Baltimore Mayor Stephanie Rawlings-Blake blamed 
“thugs” for the riots consuming the city The mayor 
said the city is being “destroyed by thugs who in a very 
senseless way are trying to tear down what so many 
have fought for.” 

President Barack Obama weighed in on the situation 
Tuesday and delivered a strong rebuke of the rioters, 
denouncing the actions of “criminals and thugs” whom 
he said were exploiting Gray’s death. 

“There is no excuse for the kind of violence we 
saw yesterday It is counterproductive,” Obama said. 
“They’re not protesting. They’re not making a state¬ 
ment. They are stealing.” 

Blake and Obama are correct. 

We do take issue with reports that Blake was instruct¬ 
ing officers to stand down Monday and allow protestors 
to express themselves. Blake said in a recent news con¬ 
ference that “we also gave those who wished to destroy 
space to do that as well.” 


What kind of leadership is this? Poor in our view. 

Have we learned nothing from the unnecessary riot¬ 
ing and looting from the events in Ferguson, Mo., where 
countless businesses and buildings were burned and 
police were also attacked? 

Rioters and looters in Ferguson got it wrong. The offi¬ 
cer, Darren Wilson, suspected of killing Michael Brown, 
was not indicted. The prosector in that case ruled Wilson 
acted in self-defense, a finding supported by forensics 
and eyewitnesses. 

Perhaps if rioters and looters waited civilly to let 
the judicial process run its course, parts of that city 
wouldn’t have been torched. 

We are seeing the same thing in Baltimore. News that 
the Rev. A1 Sharpton is heading to the city may escalate 
the riots and the looting as the race hustler has seldom 
been a calming influence. 

This anarchist behavior cannot be allowed to con¬ 
tinue. Whenever a person of any color dies in police 
custody riots and looting shouldn’t and can’t be allowed 
to happen. 

There is certainly nothing wrong with peaceful pro¬ 
test if a group feels there is an injustice, but it should not 
exceed peaceful demonstrations. 

What we are witnessing in Baltimore is an utter dis¬ 
grace. Those punks throwing rocks at police officers, rob¬ 
bing and looting stores need to be arrested and have the 
book thrown at them. As part of their punishment, they 
should be required to rebuild the buildings they burned 
and repay business owners for damage they caused. 

Their focus is not the life of Freddie Gray or the city 
of Baltimore; their focus is lawlessness, plain and simple.

Accusations against Jackson are unjust 


A move is afoot to give President Andrew Jack- 
son the boot, and the impeachment proceedings are 
already under way. 

Earlier this month, New Hampshire Sen. Jeanne 
Shaheen introduced legislation on Capitol Hill to put 
a woman’s face on the $20 bill, replacing the image of 
our seventh president. 

Shaheen is carrying the torch for the group Women 
on 20s, which has spearheaded the nationwide effort 
to oust President Jackson.

Redear sunfish spawn is here

It is the time of year when the big “bull” redear 
sunfish move shallow to spawn, sending a shiver of 
excitement through the ranks of many Kentucky 
anglers. 

When the big redear sunfish move up to spawn, it 
produces some of the best fishing of the year. The abil¬ 
ity of hefty redear sunfish to use their saucer-shaped 
bodies to pull against a rod is legendary If this species 
grew to 10 pounds, it might be nearly impossible to 
land one. 

March brought record snowfall across Kentucky 
and April came along with huge rainfall that set some 
one-day records in central Kentucky This spring has 
proven tough for Kentucky anglers. 

However, it is Derby time in the Bluegrass with air 
temperatures approaching 80 degrees by early next 
week. 

A stable weather pattern with warming air temper¬ 
atures and water temperatures ranging from 65 to 68 
degrees make ideal conditions for redear sunfish. 

“The last week of April and into the first week of 
May is pretty consistently the time frame where you 
see the redear spawning,” said Neal Jackson, fisheries 
research biologist for the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

Water temperatures on Kentucky Lake last week¬ 
end exactly matched those parameters, with the main 
lake at 65 degrees and the flats in the bays at 68 
degrees. 

Redear sunfish are commonly called “shellcrack- 
ers” because they feed on small mussels and snails on 
the bottom. They have a plate of teeth in their throats 
that can crush shells. 

Kentucky Lake and its twin to the east, Lake 
Barkley, are head and shoulders above other waters in 
Kentucky for redear sunfish. These huge reservoirs 
hold many redears longer than 11 inches, the kind of 
fish that feels like you are holding a small plate in your 
hands when you land one. 

Pan Bowl Lake in Breathitt County, Clear Creek 
Lake in Bath County, Fishtrap Lake in Pike County, 
Elmer Davis Lake in Owen County and Marion 
County Lake all hold good populations of redear sun-

fish. 

Corinth Lake in Grant County once boasted some 
of the best redear fishing in Kentucky until an acci¬ 
dental introduction of shad into the lake eventually 
blunted the fishery Kentucky Fish and Wildlife eradi¬ 
cated the shad and Corinth Lake is on the way back to 
its old glory days. 

Catching redear is relatively easy, but finding their 
spawning beds is not. The location of bluegill, who 
also nest this time of year, indicate where to search for 
redear sunfish. 

“If I was targeting redear and I pulled up on a spot 
and started catching nice bluegill, it would be hard to 
leave that scenario,” Jackson said. “But, if you want 
big redear, I wouldn’t keep fishing that spot. They are

in similar places, but the redear are in a little bit deep¬ 
er water. Move out into 4 to 6 feet of water.” 

Jackson recommends staying in a spot once you 
locate some redear sunfish. “Hit that area hard and 
stay there for a while,” he said. 

A size 6 or 8 Aberdeen-style hook tipped with a 
quarter inch chunk of red worm or night crawler with 
a BB-sized split shot about a foot above the hook works 
great when fished on the bottom for redear. Many 
anglers tip a small 1/32-ounce yellow or black feather 
jig, commonly called a Popeye jig, with bits of night- 
crawler, wax worms and meal worms and suspend 
them under a bobber just above bottom. 

“You’ve got to have contact with the bottom,” 
Jackson said. “They are not feeding anyplace but on or 
near the bottom.” 

Ultralight spinning tackle spooled with 4- or 
6-pound monofilament line makes great sport for red¬ 
ear. Anglers tend to prefer ultralight rods less than 6 
feet long. Those fishing weedy lakes may fare better 
with 6-foot light power rods and spinning reels spooled 
with 6- or 8-pound monofilament. 

The redear spawn is here. Hit some of these waters 
and catch a mess for a tasty feast. The flesh of a redear 
sunfish is as good as any fish in Kentucky waters.

Crowd Favorite Date Earnhardt Jr. Shines in the Taltadega Sun 


he Talladega Superspeedway crowd — one that is de¬ 
cidedly pro-Earnhardt — has been driven to its feet 
an untold number times in the last decade as Dale 
Earnhardt Jr. moved to the front and 
grabbed the lead. But that exalting roar 
hasn’t sustained past the checkered flag 
since 2004, the last time Earnhardt finished first at 
the east Alabama track midway between Birmingham 
and Atlanta. 

Sunday, Earnhardt made up for all of that — and 
he made it look easy. Earnhardt scored his 24th career win in the 
GEICO 500, leading the last 27 laps by racing in the high groove 
and making it all but impossible for those drafting close behind 
in a single-file group to bunch up, gather momentum and make a 
pass. Even a bit of last-lap jockeying couldn’t overcome the No. 
88, as Jimmie Johnson crossed the finish line more than a tenth of 
a second behind Earnhardt. Paul Menard, rookie Ryan Blaney and 
Martin Truex Jr. rounded out the top five. 

The win left Earnhardt emotional — and unusually reflective. He 
struggled to maintain composure in Victory Lane. “Everything is 
just so good for me now,” Earnhardt said, standing in a driving suit 
soaked in sweat and sprayed with Mountain Dew. “My personal 
life. My racing. The team I am with. I don’t know why. I don’t 
feel like I deserve it. I just feel overcome with a lot of emotion.” 

Races at Talladega Superspeedway always focus the spotlight on 
Earnhardt. It’s his best track by career wins (now six) and a three- 
year span from 2001 to 2004 saw Earnhardt take the checkered flag 
five times in seven races. The 2.666-mile superspeedway is also 
home to his father’s final Cup Series win. The elder Earnhardt won 
his 10th Talladega race on Oct. 15, 2000. 

“I think about all the races he won here and at Daytona,” Earn¬ 
hardt said. “I love when we go to Victory Lane because I feel like 
I add to his legacy there. All I ever want to do is make him proud.” 

Dale Earnhardt Sr.’s 64th birthday would have been April 29. 

“I don’t really get to think about him that much,” Earnhardt 
Jr. said Sunday. “His birthday came and went. Today, it made 
me think about his birthday, how much I miss him, how much he 
meant to me and so many more people that I can’t even fathom 
the number of folks that he had a relationship with in this sport, a 
connection with, all his fans out there really enjoyed seeing him 
compete here.” 

Sunday’s victory also pushed Earnhardt to discuss how he knows 
it all could have come unraveled just a few years ago when even 
top-10 finishes were a rarity for the No. 88. “I feel like if my name 
wasn’t Earnhardt that I wouldn’t have had the second chance,” 
Earnhardt said. “I feel like I owe my second chance to my dad, 
his legacy, because the way I ran from ’09 through those years till 


2011 or so, I feel I didn’t deserve to be kept around or hung onto. 
But I’m glad that it worked out. I certainly felt like in the right 
situation I could have success. But you just don’t know whether 
you’re going to get that opportunity.” 

Earnhardt has found a gear that has pushed his No. 
88 to the sport’s top tier. In the last 82 races, Earn¬ 
hardt has won five times, finished in the top five 27 
times and has 48 top-10 finishes — numbers on par 
with the likes of Johnson, Kevin Harvick, Jeff Gor¬ 
don, Matt Kenseth and Brad Keselowski. 

It was an up-and-down race for many of those big names. 

Harvick was part of a 15-car crash early in the race triggered 
by Trevor Bayne losing control as he exited the second turn with 
Menard to his right and Kurt Busch just off his left-rear fender. 
The melee knocked Kyle Larson and Bayne out of the race imme¬ 
diately while Joey Logano, Kasey Kahne, Michael Waltrip, Greg 
Biffle, David Ragan, Landon Cassill and Brendan Gaughan lost 
substantial time to repair their cars. Harvick emerged with minor 
damage and drove to an eighth-place finish. He now has nine top- 
10 finishes in 10 races this season and holds a 40-point lead over 
Truex Jr. in the regular season point standings.

The 
date of Busch’s return has been highly scrutinized in recent days after team owner Joe 
Gibbs confirmed that Busch has recently tested a late model stock car, and one report 
announced he would race in a regional stock car series event this weekend in Hickory, 
N.C. Busch took to Twitter Monday and vehemently denied that he would race this 
weekend, insisting his racing return would only come in the No. 18. 

EDWARDS UPSET Carl Edwards was racing near the front on the final lap of Sun¬ 
day’s race at Talladega Superspeedway when he was spun by Casey Mears. Edwards 
avoided impact in the incident that triggered a larger multi-car crash, but was upset 


how several drivers trailing his crash failed to slow. “There were people going by 
100-plus mph and they never checked up,” Edwards said. “I really think that’s the 
most dangerous thing in the sport right now at these places. When there’s a wreck, 
guys have to get on the brake or we’re going to have a lot of problems here.” Edwards 
finished 32nd. 

LATE TROUBLES Jeff Gordon started on the pole at Talladega and led 47 laps but 
suffered yet another pit road penalty during the race’s final round of pit stops and 
never recovered. He joined Carl Edwards and several others in a last-lap crash and 
finished 31st. Gordon was leading at Martinsville Speedway last month when a late- 
race speeding penalty ruined his chances to score the first win of his final full-time 
Cup Series season. 


David Ragan raced for the final time 
as the substitute for the injured Kyle 
Busch Sunday at Talladega. It completed 
a nine-race stretch for Ragan in the 
top-tier Joe Gibbs Racing Toyota. Ragan 
averaged a finish of 22.1 in the span 
and scored just one top-10 finish - a 
fifth-place run at Martinsville Speedway. 
Ragan has shifted to Michael Waltrip 
Racing's No. 55 Toyota for the rest of 
2015.

Spiders Cause Post Office Shutdown 


Court Rules State No Longer Bans 
Electioneering Near Polling Places

The Fisherville Post 
Office is closed until fur¬ 
ther notice and it has noth¬ 
ing to do with snow, nor 
rain nor heat nor gloom 
of night — but rather an 
invasion of potentially 
deadly spiders. 

Safety concerns arose 
after brown recluse spi¬ 
ders were discovered 
inside the building. The 
brown recluse is one of 
North America’s most 
venomous spiders, whose 
bite can inflict serious 
pain, open sores, illness 
and even death in some 
cases. 

The office, located 
at 5125 Old Taylorsville 


Road in Jefferson Coun¬ 
ty, serves a number of 
addresses in northwest¬ 
ern Spencer County. On 
Monday morning, those 
who had post office boxes 
in Fisherville were direct¬ 
ed to the Taylorsville Post 
Office where their mail 
had been rerouted. 

“No bites have been 
reported nor were any 
spiders discovered in 
any mail,” said David 
Walton, who works in the 
communications depart¬ 
ment of the United States 
Postal Service. 

“Management was 
alerted when employees 
started noticing dead 
spiders inside the build¬ 
ing. We regularly treat 
our facilities but when 


you’ve got the presence 
of spiders, especially 
brown recluse, special 
precautions must be 
taken,” he said. 

The Postal Service has 
taken this action before. 
In 2012, the Fairdale Post 
Office in Louisville was 
closed for nearly four 
months as exterminators 
treated that building for 
brown recluse spiders. 
A year later, a smaller 
post office at Buffalo in 
LaRue County, was shut 
down temporarily for 
similar reasons. 

It’s not known how 
long the Fisherville 
office will be closed. 
Exterminators are pres¬ 
ently treating the build¬ 
ing.

Just weeks before 
Kentucky’s May primary 
election, a court ruling 
April 28 means the state 
no longer has a ban on 
electioneering near poll¬ 
ing places. 

The ruling by the 6th 
Circuit U.S. Court of 
Appeals upheld, in full, 
an October ruling by the 
U.S. District Court for 
the Eastern District of 
Kentucky that declared 
unconstitutional a state 
law that bans election¬ 
eering within 300 feet of 
polling places. 

Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway’s 
office said it was review¬ 
ing the latest ruling. 
Conway has said a buf¬ 
fer zone from election¬ 
eering is an important 
safeguard against abuse. 

As the state’s chief 
election official, Secre¬ 
tary of State Alison Lun- 
dergan Grimes said she 
“will continue to work 
closely with law enforce¬ 
ment officials to ensure 
that Kentucky’s laws that 
prevent voter intimida¬ 
tion and harassment are 
enforced and Kentucky’s 
elections remain free 
and fair.” 

“It is now up to the 
General Assembly to 
introduce and pass a leg¬ 
islative fix.” 

The case was brought 
in June by John Rus¬ 
sell, a Campbell County 
businessman whose 
campaign signs were 
removed from the lawn 
of his business on Elec¬ 
tion Day in 2012 and 2014. 

The signs were 
removed by sheriff’s dep¬ 
uties because they were 
within 300 feet of a poll¬ 
ing place at a church in 
Cold Spring. 


The 6th Circuit held 
that the state law requir¬ 
ing the buffer was uncon¬ 
stitutional because it 
didn’t contain an excep¬ 
tion for private property. 

It also said a 300-foot 
ban is too broad. The U.S. 
Supreme Court previous¬ 
ly has upheld a 100-foot 
ban. 

“We live in America, 
the land of the free, and 
the notion that govern¬ 
ment agents can come 
onto someone’s private 
property and repeatedly 
remove signs from that 
private property based 
on what those signs say, 
which is what happened 
here, is not something 
I would expect to hap¬ 
pen in America,” Russell 
said in a news release. 
“This type of action can¬ 
not be allowed to occur.” 

Russell and Camp¬ 
bell County Auto Body 
Inc. were represented 
by Northern Kentucky 
attorneys Chris Wiest, 
Brandon Voelker and 
Jack Gatlin. 

“We are pleased with 
today’s decision by the 
6th Circuit, which reaf¬ 
firms both First Amend¬ 
ment rights and private 
property rights,” Wiest 
said. 

“The electioneering 
statute is meant to stop 
interference with the act 
of voting, but there is no 
interference with the act 
of voting by displaying a 
sign on private property 
across a highway from a 
voting location,” Voelker 
said. 

In the initial chal¬ 
lenge to the state law, U.S. 
District Judge William 
O. Bertelsman issued a 
permanent injunction, 
saying the law violated 
First Amendment speech 
rights. 

The law was designed 


to keep voters from being 
harassed by people with 
signs and handbills. 

Wiest said the state 
has 14 days to ask the 
appellate court to reverse 
its decision. 

If it doesn’t, he said, 
there will be no election¬ 
eering law in Kentucky 
for May’s primary elec¬ 
tion and November’s 
general election. 

“State lawmakers 
could not address the 
issue until they are in 
session, and that is not 
scheduled to take place 
again until next Janu¬ 
ary,” Wiest said.

A highly pathogenic 
strain of avian influen¬ 
za, HPAIH5N2, is spread¬ 
ing through Midwestern 
poultry flocks by way 
of migratory ducks and 
geese. Currently no birds 
in Kentucky are infect¬ 
ed; however, University 
of Kentucky College of 
Agriculture, Food and 
Environment specialists 
urged all poultry produc¬ 
ers to take precautions 
and to stay aware. 

“We want everyone to 
be aware of the situation 
and to take measures to 
protect their birds,” said 
Lynne Cassone, patholo¬ 
gist at the UK Veterinary 
Diagnostic Laboratory. 
“Hopefully, we’ll avoid it 
altogether, but if not, we 
are prepared to handle 
an outbreak.” 

Cassone stressed that 
the current strain pres¬ 
ent in eight Midwestern 
states is highly conta¬ 
gious to poultry. It is not 
a threat to humans or 
pets but is obviously con¬ 
cerning to the poultry 
producers in the affected 


Public Notice Regarding Confidentiality and Child 
Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of Special 
Education, or 504 Services, or Preschool Services 

In accordance with the Family Education Rights and Privacy Act, written policies and procedures have been developed which 
describe the Dawson Springs Independent School District’s (DSISD) requirements regarding the confidentially of personally 
identifiable information and Child Find activities. There are copies of these procedures in the Principal’s office of each school, 
and in the Board of Education office. Copies of these Policies and Procedures may be obtained by contacting the Principal or 
the Director of Special Education. Stated in this notice is a summary of your rights under the Act. These rights are passed on 
to the student at age eighteen. For the purpose of this notice, the student 18 years or older, will be referred to as the “eligible” 
student (who is age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution). Parents, guardians, and eligible students may review 
and inspect all education records relating to that student by making a request to the Principal of the school where that student 
attends. The DSISD will presume that the parents have the authority to review and inspect records relating to their child unless 
the district has been advised in writing that the parent does not have legal authority under applicable state law governing such 
matters as guardianship, separation, and divorce. 

The DSISD obtains written consent from a parent or eligible student before disclosing personally identifiable information to an 
entity or individual not authorized to receive it under FERPA. Personally identifiable information is not released to another party 
unless there is written authorization from the parent or eligible student or there is a “Legitimate Educational Interest” as defined 
in the policies and procedures for confidentiality. A current list of employees’ names and positions who have access to person¬ 
ally identifiable information is on file in each school. The DSISD has described in their policies and procedures the conditions 
under which personally identifiable information is released to another person without written parental consent. Any parent or 
guardian of a student, or any eligible student may challenge the content or accuracy of any material or entries in the student’s 
educational records on the grounds that it is inaccurate, misleading, or otherwise in violation of the privacy or other rights of 
the student. Requests to amend the records are submitted in writing to the Principal of your child’s school. 

“Directory Information” is information contained in an educational record which would not generally be considered harmful or 
an invasion of privacy if disclosed. This information may be released to organizations and agencies whose with need for data 
is connected student help activities. The parent, guardian, or eligible student currently enrolled may request that all or part of 
the directory information be withheld. The request must be in writing to the Principal of your child’s school within 30 calendar 
days after this notification has been distributed. The written request must specifically state what information may not be clas¬ 
sified as directory information. 

In accordance with federal regulation concerning the release or transfer of education records, it is the policy of this school 
district to forward education records on request to a school in which a student seeks or intends to enroll. Parents may obtain 
upon request a copy of the records transferred. The DSISD keeps child and youth records in a secure computer system and 
files in each school and in a centralized location. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational records, will be destroyed at the request 
of the parents when they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. The DSISD may destroy the 
educational records of a child without parent request three years after they are no longer needed to provide educational pro¬ 
grams or services. Parents are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or 
other purposes. The DSISD may retain, for an indefinite period of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone 
number, grades, attendance records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Child Find for Students with Disabilities Under Individuals with Disabilities Act, 
Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act, and Preschool 

The Dawson Springs Independent School District (DSISD) has an ongoing Child Find system, which is designed to locate, 
identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to 
twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children 
who are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly mobile such as children who are 
migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special 
Education or 504 services. The DSISD will make sure any child enrolled in its district who qualifies for Special Education or 
504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to 
the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agencies, and concerned citizens are urged to help the DSISD find any child who may 
have a disability and needs Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name and age, or date of birth 
of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; the possible disability; and other information 
to determine if Special Education or 504 services are needed. Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the DSISD collects 
the information needed. The information the school district collects will be used to contact the parents of the child and find out 
if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for Special Education or 504 services. Children eligible for Special Education 
include those children with disabilities who have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, 
hearing impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impairment, specific learning 
disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment 
need Special Education services. Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and second¬ 
ary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that currently substantially limits some major life 
activity which causes the student’s ability to access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four-year old children identified with disabilities 
and four-year old children who are at-risk, as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for 
Special Education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive State-Funded Preschool 
program services. 

Child Find activities will continue throughout the school year. As part of these efforts the DSISD will use screening information, 
student records, and basic assessment information it collects on all children in the District to help locate those children who 
have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. Any information the District collects through Child Find is main¬ 
tained confidentially. 

The DSISD provides a public notice in the native language or other mode of communication of the various populations in the 
geographical boundaries of the District to the extent feasible. If you know of a child who lives within the boundaries of the 
DSISD who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special Education or 504 services, please call or send 
the information to the District’s Director of Special Education/504 Coordinator. If you know of a child who attends a private or 
home school within the boundaries of DSISD, who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special Education 
services, please call or send information to the Director of Special Education. If you know of someone who may need this 
notice translated to another language, given orally, or delivered in some other manner or mode of communication, please 
contact the DSISD Director of Pupil Personnel or the Director of Special Education/Section 504 Coordinator. You may contact 
either of these individuals at 270-797-2991. The hours for the Dawson Springs Independent Board of Education are 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m. and the office is located at 118 East Arcadia Avenue, Dawson Springs, KY 42408 Kentucky . 


states. 

Avian influenza, also 
known as bird flu, is a 
group of viruses that can 
infect domestic and wild 
birds. The viruses are 
classified by their ability 
to cause illness and death 
into either a low patho¬ 
genic avian infuenza or a 
highly pathogenic avian 
influenza. The current 
outbreak is the only oc¬ 
currence in more than 30 
years, except for a small 
2004 HPAI event in Texas 
that affected about 7,000 
birds. 

UK poultry specialist 
Tony Pescatore said that 
while the millions of 
sick birds mentioned in 
the media may sound as¬ 
tounding, they represent 
only about 1 percent of 
the total poultry popula¬ 
tion in the United States. 

“I’m not trying to min¬ 
imize it,” he said. “This 
is a big deal, and it’s 
hitting some commer¬ 
cial growers very hard. 
We have a lot of poultry 
growers in Kentucky 
with very large flocks, 
quite a few small flocks 
and backyard flock own¬ 
ers who are concerned as 
well.” 

Pescatore urged all 
growers to follow some 
simple FLU biosecurity 
and prevention guide¬ 
lines. 

F — Flock observation 

— Early detection is very 
important to stop the 
spread of disease. Grow¬ 
ers need to observe flocks 
daily and note changes 
in appearance, behavior 
and drinking and eating 
habits. 

L — Limit traffic — 
contaminated cloth¬ 
ing and equipment can 
spread avian influenza 
between poultry prem¬ 
ises. Keep a log of visi¬ 
tors and vehicles on the 
farm. Be aware of places 
visitors may have had 
contact with birds or 
their droppings such as 
hunting land, ponds, pet 
stores, zoos and parks. 
Visitors can acciden¬ 
tally bring disease to the 
farm. 

“At minimum, It’s a 
good idea to have visitors 
and workers put on clean 
boots to help stop disease 
from spreading,” Pesca¬ 
tore said. “I can’t stress 
how important cleanli¬ 
ness is where HPAI is 
concerned.” 

U—Unwanted critters 

— Avian influenza can be 
spread through the fe¬ 
ces and bodily fluids of 
infected birds, so keep 


poultry from coming into 
contact with wild birds. 
Pescatore said it’s a good 
idea to keep areas mowed 
around poultry houses 
and coops to control wild 
birds and rodents. Keep 
all other animals out of 
the chicken house. Grow¬ 
ers should isolate new 
or returning birds from 
the rest of the flock for at 
least 30 days. 

Signs of avian influ¬ 
enza include sudden 
death; little to no ap¬ 
petite or energy; little 
to no egg production; 
soft or deformed eggs; 
nasal discharge; cough¬ 
ing, sneezing or breath¬ 
ing difficulty; swelling 
around the head, neck 
and eyes; purple discol¬ 
oration; loss of muscle 
control; drooping wings; 
twisting of the head and 
neck; inability to move; 
and diarrhea. Birds 
may have the disease 
for three to seven days 
before they show signs, 
and death can occur be¬ 
tween 24 and 48 hours 
after the first sign. 

“It’s important to note 
that many of the symp¬ 
toms can also be related 
to other more common 
poultry ailments,” Pesca¬ 
tore said. “Unfortunately 
with HPAI, infected birds 
don’t survive. If you 
observe unusual symp¬ 
toms or a large number 
of deaths in your flock, 
you need to contact your 
local veterinarian or the 
UK VDL.” 

The UK VDL will test 
up to three birds for a 
$40 fee. The UK VDL and 
the Murray State Univer¬ 
sity Breathitt Veterinary 
Lab are both certified 
through the National An¬ 
imal Health Laboratory 
Network to handle HPAI 
cases. 

“Our two Kentucky 
labs are certified, fully 
trained, supplied and 
ready to respond should 
an outbreak occur in our 
state,” said Craig Carter, 
UK VDL director. “The 
Kentucky Poultry Fed¬ 
eration, the office of the 
Kentucky State Veteri¬ 
narian and the Kentucky 
poultry industry are on 
very high alert, and we 
are all working closely 
together.”

State Law Has No Bans 
On Guns In County Parks

Ross Leigh, director 
of Daviess County Parks 
and Recreation, received 
an email recently from 
an out-of-county person 
wanting to know if it was 
okay to carry firearms in 
county parks. 

As it turns out, it is 
legal for people to carry 
firearms in city and 
county parks throughout 
Kentucky. Or rather, a 
state law prevents local 
governments from pass¬ 
ing local rules about 
where people can carry 
firearms. 

Leigh, and city parks 
Director Amanda Rog¬ 
ers, said the issue hasn’t 
been a big deal in the 
parks. 

“It’s not something 
that has been a problem,” 
Leigh said. But, “from a 
park operational stand¬ 
point, there’s nothing 
we offer” in the parks 
that requires the use of a 
firearm, such as a firing 
range, Leigh said. 

State law says no city, 
county or merged gov¬ 
ernment, or any other 
local governing agency, 
may take any action to 
regulate the “posses¬ 
sion, carrying (or) stor¬ 
age” of firearms. Only 
state government has 


the power to place bans 
on where firearms can 
be carried. 

State law does not 
allow a person to carry a 
concealed handgun into 
a police station, school, 
jail or judicial center 
where the state Court of 
Justice holds court. But 
Daviess County Attorney 
Claud Porter said munic¬ 
ipalities can’t pass regu¬ 
lations to keep firearms 
out of parks. 

“A judge or commis¬ 
sioner who tries to pass 
an ordinance can be 
charged with a misde¬ 
meanor,” Porter said. 

If a person with a 
weapon were making 
other park users uncom¬ 
fortable, that person 
could be asked to store 
his or her weapon, but 
it would be up to the 
gun owner whether he 
or she complied with the 
request, Leigh said. 

Since there hasn’t 
been any controversy 
about having firearms 
in the park, he was 
unsure of the intent of 
the person who sent him 
the recent email, Leigh 
said. 

“People look for 
opportunities to pursue 
legal action, or it could 
be someone coming in 
for ROMP or a family 
reunion,” Leigh said.

To Your Good Health

Jury’s Still Out on E-Cigarettes 

DEAR DR. ROACH: I was a smoker 
for 65 years, and I got tired of my doc¬ 
tor and everyone else telling me the 
dangers of smoking. I tried e-cigarettes 
about two months ago, and I am hooked 
on them. At first I didn’t like the taste, 
but now I have gotten used to it. There is 
a large amount of “smoke” from them, 
and it is darkening my teeth. What’s 
your take on this new fad? - S.G. 

ANSWER: There is no doubt that 
tobacco has caused vast amounts of 
suffering and death. The jury is out on 
the net effect of e-cigarettes, but here 
are my thoughts. 

Although e-cigarettes are likely to 
be much less dangerous than regular 
cigarettes, there is no doubt in my 
mind that they are at least potentially 
harmful to health. On the good side, 
if they help you quit your smoking 
habit, they may have a benefit to you. 
You should use them to help you quit 
smoking, then ideally quit using them 
as well. 

However, there is a bad side, and 
that is when nonsmokers start using 
them. Some users don’t think of them 
as cigarettes at all, calling them “hoo¬ 
kah pens,” “vape pens” or other euphe¬ 
misms. They are simply devices to 
provide nicotine and flavorings. You 
used the term “hooked on them,” and 
they probably do have the potential for 
addiction. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: Why is Lactaid 
effective? Since it is an enzyme, why 
isn’t it denatured by stomach acid, 
then digested like other proteins? I 
know from experience that it works, 
but the biologist and chemist in me 
doesn’t understand how - D.M. 

ANSWER: Lactase, the enzyme in 
Lactaid, breaks down the milk sugar 
lactose, which many people can’t 
digest, into smaller sugars, glucose and 


galactose. The symptoms of lactose 
intolerance include bloating, gas and 
diarrhea. It works best in a slightly 
acidic environment, but will indeed 
be digested like other enzymes in the 
stomach once stomach acid can bring 
the pH in the stomach to the very 
acidic range. 

It works only because it is able to 
break down sugar faster than it is 
itself broken down. Clever people have 
designed lactase in forms that resist 
stomach acid and are active in the small 
intestine, which ought to work better. 
However, Lactaid works well enough for 
many people intolerant of milk. 

DEAR DR. ROACH: Years ago, I was 
told that eating raw carrots and fresh 
spinach improves vision. If this is true, 
why am I afflicted with macular degen¬ 
eration after having eaten these for a 
long time? I also have taken vitamins 
to preserve vision for 10 years. Do these 
have justification? - Anon. 

ANSWER: Fresh vegetables with 
beta carotene and certain multivita¬ 
mins and minerals have been shown to 
slow the effect of age-related macular 
degeneration. It may be that you would 
have gotten macular degeneration both 
sooner and more severely had you not 
had a healthy diet and taken vitamins. 
Unfortunately, we don’t know of any 
preventive treatment - nor any treat¬ 
ment once the disease has been diag¬ 
nosed - that is 100 percent effective.

Only A Miracle Can Save 
Bethlehem Post Office

The most famous U.S. 
Post Office in Henry 
County will close, but at 
least one person is hold¬ 
ing out for a miracle. 

Many holiday revel¬ 
ers from near and far 
have sought out the spe¬ 
cial Christmas postmark 
from Bethlehem, Ky., 
since it started in the 
1940s. That’s only one of 
the ways the community 
post office is special, said 
Charles Spencer Wood, 
who serves as postmaster 
relief there. 

Moving out of the 
post office will happen 
by the end of the month, 
Postmaster John Don¬ 
nelly confirms. Because 
nearby Marsh Corner 
is a village post office 
where customers can 
buy stamps and send flat 
rate mail, officials will 
install the bank of PO. 
boxes and the mail col¬ 


lection boxes there soon. 

For money orders 
and non-flat-rate pack¬ 
age shipping, customers 
will have to go to other 
post offices in Henry 
County. 

This situation dif¬ 
fers from the last talk of 
closing when the postal 
service proposed a sig¬ 
nificant restructuring in 
order to save money 

This time, the lease for 
the rural post office will 
not be renewed. Wood 
doubts the USPS would 
invest in building a new 
office or renovating 
another space for anoth¬ 
er post office in Bethle¬ 
hem. 

“We have to move 
things out and pack 
things up, just in case 
that happens,” Wood 
said. “It might be one of 
those situations where 
this might be the end for 
real, but miracles do hap¬ 
pen, especially in Bethle¬ 
hem.”
